Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: please provide 
updated information of U.S. Applications, such as Patent Nos. when they become available 
(please see pages 1-2 of the specification).

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F,3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed.

3. Claims 1, 2, 9-1 1, 18-21, and 23 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 8, and 15-31 
of copending Application No. 10/443,126. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims of the instant application is 
broader in scope than the claims of the '126 apphcation. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
